today celebrated its 100th birthday 
with all the zest and dignity that 
become* a thriving centenarian. 
While scientists of the bureau sat 
and listened attentively, and unini­ 
tiated spectators tried to find out 
what was going on and what modern 
language contained words that av­ 
eraged fifteen letters and five sylla­ 
bles, scenti*t* from all parts of the
